We tend to take our measuc- 
hient of time by years and the division 
)f a year into 12 months for granted or 
lomething thai has just always been 
tsed! But it was the Babylonian as- 
ronomers some four thousand yean 
igothat give us both the year and the 12 
nonths! 

These ancient astronomers noted 

lhat certain constellations were only 

visible at different time periods and the 

;ame constellation would be back in the 

ky sortie period of time later. By 

jceeping tract of the number of days that 

t look for agiven constellation toreturn 



in the same place in the night sky, the 
Babylonians figured out (he length of 
the year! T< >day of course we know that 
a year is how long it takes Earth to orbit 
the Sun, and as we revolve around the 
Sun that is why we seedtfferent constel- 
lations during the year. 

The Babvlonian astronomers 
also noted that the Moon went through 
its four phases - New Moon. First 
Quarter, Full Moon and Last (or) Third 
Quarter - 1 2 complete times during a 
year. This observation lead, to dividing 
the year into 12 h^iit^s. Today of 
course we know that the Moon orbits 



Time and the

Earth, which causes it to have phases 
and it takes approximately 29 1/2 day? 
for the Moon to go from one phase bactj 
to that same phase! 

April will be an excellent montfj 
to follow the Moon through its phas* 
and die approximately one week that i<| 
required between each phase. 

Keep looking up in April anc 
follow the Moon across the sky nigh 
after night as the ancient Babyloniaij 
astronomers did! The Moon travels o 
the ecliptic, so as you follow it throug 
the sky it will be easy to find the famili 
constellations along the ecliptic!

"This new welfare-to-work 
program is good, and I can certainly 
recommend Shelton' S eight-week 
truck driving program. But I want 
to add something to that. 
Nobody is going to pull you 
in this program. You have to 
get up and move. Take the 
first step," says Meryl 
MeElroy. one of the first 
graduates of West Alabama's 
new welfarc-lo-work initia- 
tive. 

MeElroy, who is origi- 
nally from New York, moved 
to Eutaw a few years ago to 
look alter her mother. "I was 
neveron welfare while in New 
York. I had always been able 
to find a job. However, when 
I got to Eutaw, I couldn't find 
work. I'm a single mom with 
threechildren," said MeElroy. 

MeElroy entered 
Shelton's short-term truck 
driving program earlier this 
year through a cooperative program 
between Community Services of 
West Alabama and Shelton State 
Community College. The program, 
"Work First," is funded through a 
$420,000 grant by the Alabama 
Department of Economic and Com- 
munity Affairs and serves people in 
Tuscaloosa and Greene counties. 

People selected for the pro- 
gram receive supportive services of 
agencies involved, including trans- 
portation, child care, drug counsel- 
ing, violence prevention, job and 
career training. Shelton State's role 
is to provide technical training to 
the participants in order to move 
them into the job market. Several 
eight-week short courses, includ- 
ing truck driving, have been offered 
this spring through the new pro- 
gram. 

'Truck driving is achallenge, 
and I likechallenges." said MeElroy. 
"Tve been a cashier, a manager, a 
nurse' s aid and a teacher's aid in the 
past. But I had never driven a big 
truck before." 

Much camaraderie has devel- 
oped between the women in the 
program. Peggy Ivy of Northport 
first met MeElroy in 1999 when 
both entered the Community Ser- 
vices Program. "We met and found 
we had a lot in common. I'm a 
single mom too with two children/' 
Ivy said. 

This week both women will 
graduate from the certificate pro- 
gram at Shelton State. Anxiously 
waiting to pass their road test, 
MeElroy and Ivy will then receive 
their commercial driver's License. 
After that the next stop for them 
will be to find a job with a trucking 



company. 

"Several weeks ago, I al most 
gave up." said Ivy. "It's very hard 
trying to run that big truck. I stayed
